Just one hour before the time for 
the vessel to leave her pier, with most 
of the 194 passengers who had booked 
accommodations already on board and 
their baggage stored away, a cable dis- 
patch was received yesterday by the 
Anchor line that the steamship Cam- 
leronia had been requisitioned ‘by the 
British Admiralty and that her steam- 
ing must be cancelled. . 
The use to which the Cameronia 
will be placed by the Admiralty was 
not officially made known to the An- 
chor line, but it is believed that she 
will be sent to Halifax, where she 
will load troops and equipment for 
the Continent. 

With only half an hour to spare, 
arrangements were hastily made by 
the Anchor line to hold up the Cunard 


line steamship Lusitania, which was 
due to leave her pier at 10 o'clock, and 
the work of transferring the Cam- 
eronia’s passengers to the Lusitania, 
more than four biocks distant, was 
taken up at once.

War Department Engineers to 
Hear Mooted Pian for 
Diverting Rivers. 

Word that the Board of En- 
gineers for Rivers and Harbors 
of the War Department will 
visit this city in August, to make 
a dG@etaiied investigation of the 
feasibility and desirability of 
diverting the Los Angeles River 
from the harbor into Alamitos 
Bay, and holding a public hear- 
ing in reference thereto, was re- 
ceived yesterday by Maj.

The question of food during these weeks 
of fattening and conditioning is an important” 
one, for it is a widely known, though little 
appreciated, fact that the food eaten has a 
decided effect upon the flavor of the meat. 
It is for this reason that bone and beef scrap 
should be altogether omitted from the diet, 


Celery will serve to flavor meat of turkeys 
quite as well as would chestnuts. Apple 
cores and peelings are excellent. Grapes, 
and later raisins, are splendid, and the tur- 
keys will gobble them up greddily. It is 
often not hard to secure low-grade raisins in 
bulk at very low prices—one and one-half or 
two cents a pound, which makes them al- 
most as cheap a food as grain. * 

Dressing the birds for market is almost as 
important as conditioning the meat, for the 
final appearance of the product has quite a 
lot to do with the price it gets and the satis- 
faction it gives. Dressing a turkey properly 
is almost an art in itself. 

The Grst point, and an exceedingly im- 


.| portant one, is to kill the bird in such a way 


s to cause instant paralysis of all the nerves 
and muscles, so that the feathers remain 
loose and can be pulled out easily without 
tearing the skin. To best accomplish this 
the bird should be hung by the feet, and a 
sharp, strong, pointed knife driven through 
the roof of the mouth into the brain. 

By an expert this can be so done as to 
cause instant paralysis and almost instan- 
taneous death, but the average novice will 
do well to follow the stab, which causes the 
necessary paralysis, by cutting the bird's 
throat without, however, severing the head 
from the body. Care must be taken to see 
that the bird doesn’t hang where it can 
break its wings in the death flapping; «4 
broken wing spoile the appearance of a 
dressed bird, and the heavy blows struck are 
quite sufficient to break the bones if the 


joint of the wing, and the neck feathers for 
three or four inches from the head. For a 


average, you will have less difficulty in se- 
curing an extra price in succeeding years. 
Occasionally, when the market men in the 
locality are not sufficiently progressive to 
give the extra prices for better-than-average 
birds, it is possible to retail birds direct to 
consumers. I know of one lady who last 
year marketed in Los Angeles a flock of over 
a hundred birds at 35 cents a pound, dressed 
weight, when prevailing prices were 27 to 
28 cents.

for their Thanksgiving table—extra fine 
birds at extra fine prices. Practically with-

ITH the orange men organized, the 
walnut growers co-operating, the

sale. The affairs of the federation are in 
the hands of a board of five trustees, con- 
sisting of M. A, Schofield of Gardena, J. M. 
Davison of Arlington, B. R. Holloway of Van 
Nuys, Frank B. Smith of Santa Anita, and 
Cc. G. Ross of Pomona, with Mr. Schofield as 
cliairman, and Mr. Smith secretary-treasurer. 
The objects and aims of the federation are: 
(1) To educate the members to the necessity 
of greater care in the gathering and hand- 
ling of their product, so that it may reach 
market in better shape: and (2) to bring 
such influence to bear on the retailers as 
will enable the consumer to know what he 
is getting when he purchases eggs in the 
open market. It has already established a 
higher standard for “case-count” eggs, which 
was the best -{t could do to start with, as 
this is the only official quotation on which 
the local exchange makes a daily record. In 
the meantime, however, it hopes to obtain a

ranch eggs, with the conviction that the buy-

It goes without saying that when bred at its best, the Hamburg is among the most 
beautiful of our domesticated races of poultry. In size it is rather small, cocks weighing 
from 5 to 6 pounds and the hens from 4 to 5 in the black variety. The flesh is grayish 
in color, of good flavor, but owing to their size their economic value as a table fowl is 
a negligible quantity; but as layers of medium-size white-shelled eggs the hens stand 
high. In some respects Hamburgs are considered rather delicate, especially as chicks, 
but once “on their feet” they are quite hardy and good foragers. The Silver-Spangled 
variety is, in our judgment, the most beautiful, though the Blacks for a solid-color breed, 
are equally graceful as well as handsome. The breed has been a feature of nearly 
every show in Los Angeles for the past twenty-five years; nevertheless it is more of a 
fanciers fowl, rather than a popular commercial breed.
